Stars of the Milky Way—Immensity of 


the Universe. 


A iSVn reporter recently spent an 


evening iu St. Louis with Prof. 13. Bar- 
nard, of Lick Observatory. Prof. Bar- 
nard is the discoverer of sixteen comets, 
and he hears the reputation of being 
the keenest of all the eagle-eyed search- 
ers of the heavens. He is yet a young 
man, and he is enthusiastic in the work 
he is now pursuing—photographing the 
Milky Way. 


Origin.nl investigators are usually 


very careful to make no statements 
oncerning their work which facts do 
lot fully bear out, and Prof. Barnard 
vas no exception to the rule. When 
sked how many suns there were in the 
•lilkway Way. he replied; 
"Tho old 


cxl books said the Milky Way prob- 
bly contained 20,000,000 suns, but I 
an photograph more than that number 
11 a five minutes' dry-plate exposure. 
Ve estimate pretty accurately that the 
ick telescope shows 200,000,000 stars. 
Jf course, you know that photography 
atches stars which the telescope does 
not reveal. The greatest revelations 
now coming to astronomers come along 
he line of stellar and nebular photo- 
raphy. 
Modern methods in astro- 


lomical photography is such as to give 
is a quite clear delineation of the 
Milky Way, neublte, and comets. Some 
)f tho negatives I have in this little 
ase show us tha growth and changes 
)f comets and nebulae in a most satis- 
actory way." 


Prof. Barnard then exhibited three 


ihotographs of the comet that he dis- 
:overed in October. The first showed 
lie nucleus quite diffused and the tail 
iplit in two sections. A negative made 
,wenty-four hours later showed the head 
contracted, tho tail shorter, and the 
sections closer togethei-. 
Strangely, 


.iiother photograph forty-eight hours 
ater showed the tail elongated and the 
lead condensed, giving evidence of a 
[rowth of many million miles in the 
ail in the two days which elapsed be- 
ween the photographs. 


"How 
many nebulous groups have 


?ou discovered in the Milky Way to 
late ? " he was asked. 


" I have been at work on my photo- 


graps about two years, and I think I 
lave found forty or fifty groups of 
nebulosity supposed to belong to the 
iifunt stages of world-making, accord- 
iig to the nebular hypothesis." 


Prof. Barnard did not like to make 
n approximate statement of the num- 
ber of stars in the Milky Way. Finally, 
lowover, he said: 


'I do not believe I have half finished 


my photographs, and it will require 
hree years to complete thorn, for it is 
edious labor, which often requires 
many hours' exposure, at favorable 
imes, aided by a delicate manipulation 
if fine instruments. At the conclusion 


>f my labors I believe an estimate may 
ie made, and I think these little specks 
vill prove to bo say 500,000,000 of suns. 
You must know that no known clock- 
vork will move the instruments so as 
,o keep a given star in one position, so 
;he fingers must be used to adjust the 
jamera. Furthermore, we have to wait 
:ong for just the proper conditions for 
:his work." 


Prof. Barnard's plates are the most 


complete and satisfactory ever under- 
;aken, for, besides being an eminent 
mcl competent obseiver, he has been a 
photographer from childhood. Making 
photographs of the Milky Way interests 
lim more than any other work he has 
ever undertaken, and the work has 
)eeu 
fruitful iu unlooked-for direo- 


lous. It was while doing this labor 
ohat he noticed certain displacements 
ind lights which led to the discovery of 
many comets. The photographs of suns 
so largo that ours is a grain of sand on 
;he iiifinte shores of matter in compari- 
son do not show larger on his plates 
;hari the thousandth of an inch in 
diameter, while movements of mighty 
orbs at the appalling velocities of 
luudrods of "'-lies per second are 
slower in the tek.scope than the creep- 
ing of the hour 'land on a small clock's 
'ace. 


"Yet a vaster thought," said Prof. 


Barnard, "is that the Milky Way, 
thickly studded as it is with giant 
stars, and 
resplendent with varied 


lights and magnitudes, show that every 
star has back of it a luminous back- 
ground of possibly millions of suns; 
and the black spaces on my negatives, 
which presumably show the vault of 
empty space, in 
reality 
represent 


billions of miles of the universe, which 
a longer exposure of the plates would 
probably people with infinite suns, each 
with its train of planets, surging with 
the throb of life and responsive to the 
control of law."—Are». York ,<•'«».

For the best forms of imitation jewel- 


ry they are cut by the same workmen 
that are employed In executing that 
function with real stones. Their task is 
much easier, owing to the comparative 
softness of strass, a quality which causes 
ornaments in imitation diamonds to lose 
very speedily their brilliancy and their 
deceptive aspect. To remedy this state 
of things imitation emeralds, rubies and 
sapphires are often set with a layer or 
slice cut from a real precious stone of in- 
ferior value and cemented with a trans- 
parent and colorless compound on the 
top of the false gem, so as to cover it 
completely.—Ladies' Homo Journal. 


Falcons lu Japan. 


In the olden times in Japan all the dai- 


mios (similar to the old English lord) had 
great sport with falcons, as they went 
out to the field to catch other birds with 
falcons. The falcons were tamed well 
and used to catch large birds, mostly 
cranes. When people now go out hunt- 
ing with falcons, the men in charge hold 
the falcons upon their fingers. As soon 
as one sees any bird he lets the falcon 
rush at the bird; as soon as the falcon 
reaches the bird he bites at the throat 
and throws the bird down to the ground. 
Meanwhile the holder runs to the place 
where they are and catches both of them. 


Falcons aro not large birds, but as they 


belong to the eagle family they are 
strong and brave and never afraid to go 
at any bird to kill it, but the men in 
charge of falcons of course take great 
care in feeding and taming them.—Chi- 
cago News-Record.

the light of the &UD or a candle. TUG 
sapphire is found of all tints and shaded 
of blue, biit the color which approxi- 
mates to tho shade formerly called "bleu 
du roi" is the most valuable. A really 
fine sapphiro should appear blue by arti- 
ficial light as well as by clay. This stone 
is found in crystals generally of much 
larger size than tho ruby. The name 
•'sapphiro" is perhaps the only one which 
runs through all languages with very 
slight alteration—the Hebrew name 
bapphir, the Chalda, sapirinon, the Greek 
zaLiros, tho Latin eapphirus. etc.—-Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer.

In fact, the crown glass 
is all ground down, wrapped up in flan- 
nel and put in a big square bos ready 
for the final polishing, while the flint 
glass still requires considerable manipu- 
lation.

gift of $30,000 which' Miss C. W. Bruc 
of New York made to the astronomies 
observatory at Harvard college for th 
construction of a photographic telescop 
having an objective of about 24 inche 
aperture, with a focal length of 11 feel 
The instrument differs from other larg 
telescopes in tho construction of its ob 
ject glass, which is a compound lens o 
the form known to photographers as 
portrait lens.—Jewelers' Weekly.
